ubian basin which would provide a 
fresh route into southeast Germany 
and would knock, shaky Hungary 
out of the war. 
The time would seem to be espe­ 
cially opportune for such a develop­ 
ment, .since both addle-headed Ro­ 
mania and Bulgaria, bad lads of 
the Balkans, are anxious to escape' 
the alliance which in Hitler's more 
prosperous days they figured would 
bring them fat returns 
Delaying Action 
It may sound strange to talk of 
Hitler fighting a delaying action, 
what with the mighty surge of the 
Red flood westward and the Allied 
successes in Normandy and Italy. 
The progress being made by both 
British and American forces in 
Normandy .is .particularly gratify­ 
ing. since it means that we are 
rapidly extending our thus far re­ 
stricted area so that we shall have 
sufficient room to get our full re­ 
sources into action. 
We are near­ 
ing the moment when we shall 
break out of the peninsula and fan 
out over France. 
Still, as this column has pointed 
out more than once, the signs are 
Hitler is bent on battling to' the 
finish if necessary, hoping against 
hope that delay will bring him a 
compromise peace instead of uncon­ 
ditional surrender. He figures that 
the Allied publics are getting tired 
of the war. 
Stiff Resistance 
Proof of this intention Is seen 
ton the stiff resistance the Germans 
have been offering in both Italy 
and Normandy. 
The rapid retreat 
of the Hitlerites before the Red 
onslaught in no way disproves that 
this Is the .Fuehrer’s strategy. 
Hitler is racing to reach a fresh 
defensive line which he hopes to 
hold against the Muscovites for a 
time 
Of course his forced retreat 
has become a pout in many places 
and his difficulty will be in halting 
long enough to reorganize. 
He's 
like the man who tries to stop sud­ 
denly while running down a steep 
hill. 
Still, there's no doubt of his in­ 
tention on making a stand, despite 
his gloomy outlook

BATTERS JAP IN 
PACIFIC AREA

Pacific Commanders Nimitz and 
MacArthur, attacking at both ends 
of 
their 
converging 
campaigns, 
rapidly laid the ’foundations today 
for a new. powerful leap toward 
the long-suffering Philippines. 
Week-end communiques told of a 
flurry of attacks on Japanese posi­ 
tions from Tinian in the Marianas 
to New Guinea 1.300 miles to the 
south. 
The multitude of targets 
made it no easier for the harassed 
Japan to guess which shell the pea 
wras under. 
'The fighting men of A dm. Chester 
Nimitz, employing a “truly fearful” 
new secret weapon, bottled Japanese 
on Tinian’s southern end. seized the 
island’s main town and already had 
U. S. planes flying off Guam ’s Orote 
peninsula airfield. Upwards of 5,000 
surviving Japanese on Tinian have 
to be dealt with, however. 
Occupy Big Harbor 
American warships for the first 
time since Pearl Harbor lay at 
anchor in Guam’s Apra 
harbor. 
These ships, and .American flags 
triumphantly 
flying 
over 
Guam, 
testified to U. S, recapture of the 
island’s 
strategic 
establishments. 
They, with installations at Tinian 
and Saipan to the north give Nimitz’ 
powerful fleet, air and ground arms 
a toehold for great new operations to 
the west. 
MacArthur held up his end with 
new blows at Halmahera island, an 
inviting stepping-stone about half­ 
way from. New Guinea to Mindanao 
in the southern Philippines. 
Lt. Gen. George Kenney’s fliers, 
who 
destroyed 
45 
planes 
there 
Thursday, went back to bomb, strafe 
and set fires on Halm ah era’s east 
coast. 
Other targets attacked were 
Vogelkop 'peninsula, Sorong. Mano- 
kwari on Newr Guinea; Truk, Woleai, 
Nomoi and Ponape in the Caro­ 
lines, Nauru island, and by-passed 
bases in the Marshalls. 
An enemy 
vessel, was attacked midway between 
Halmahera and Mindanao. Nimitz 
has had Palau, eastern guardian of 
the Philippines, under attack by fleet 
air forces. 
The new secret weapon em­ 
ployed on Tinian was described by 
War Correspondent Clinton Green as 
“one of the most powerful instru­ 
ments of 
death 
from 
America’s 
arsenal,” and as so powerful “it is 
extremely 
doubtful 
whether 
any 
human being within 100 feet of its 
action would be able to survive.” Se­ 
curity prevented the least hint of 
what the weapon is.

TOMATO CROP 
IS THREATENED 


Harrisburg, July 31 (AP> — An 
acute labor shortage faced Penn­ 
sylvania tomato growers today as 
the largest crop 
they 
have 
ever 
planted began ripening in the fields. 
D. M James, of the agriculture 
departm ent's bureau of m arkers 
said crews of high school students 
and prisoners of war will be used 
to the larger cannery sections in 
the next few weeks, but they may be 
insufficient to pick and process the 
crop. 
“Fanners began hauling, early to­ 
matoes last week to the first can­ 
ning plantó to open this year at 
Chambersburg and Biglerville," he 
said. 
“Never before have tomato 
canning operations started in com­ 
mercial plants during 
July. To­ 
matoes are ripening rapidly now 
and the first plantings will reach an 
early peak.” 
Some 36,000 acres of tomatoes for 
processing were planted this year, 
an 18 per cent gain over 1943 and 
117 |)er cent over the 10 year aver­ 
age. 
As a means of alleviating 
the 
farm-labor shortage, the public as­ 
sistance department »aid relief re­ 
cipients, especially 'teen-age child­ 
ren on the aid to dependent child­ 
ren rolls, should accept full or part 
time work cn farms. 
Tlie departm ent said it will con 
tinue its 1943 policy whereby aid 
recipients were permitted 
to

farm income for reasonable needs 
not covered by regular allowances 
before their grants were affected by 
the additional earnings.

This is w hat some Congressional 
leaders think should be done by 
law now: 
1. Creation of a central office of 
demobilization. 
T he head of that 
office would have full control over 
all demobilization 
problems.

Unem ploym ent pay, by Fed­ 
eral and State governm ents on a 
scale more generous than any now 
in existence, to tide war workers 
over from the tim e they lose a fin-' 
ished war job until they find a 
peacetime job. 
Those two proposals already have 
been made by some Senators and 
by Jam es F Byrnes, head of the O f­ 
fice of War Mobilization. 
He says 
he doesn't w ant the demobilization 
job for himself but thinks it should 
be creaed. 
So far Congress has handled only 
one side of the general problem 
It 
has passed a law th a t provides for 
speedy 
governm ent 
paym ent 
on 
cancelled war contracts. 
Many Bills Offered 
For 
.servicemen 
Congress 
has 
passed the “G. I. Bill o f ‘ R ights’* 
to help ease them back into civilian 
life and jobs after the war. 
But Congress h as done nothing 
about the civilian, hum an side, the 
vast problem^ of em ploym ent, unem ­ 
ployment and Job'-changing when 
the war ends. 
There are a num ber of bills in 
Congress, touching' in one way or 
another on some of the problems 
outlined above. 
But Congressmen work by a 'series 
of compromises 
T h a t’s the only 
way 
in 
which opposing 
factions 
can, 
reach 
agreem ent. 
Putting 
through a single bill satisfactory to 
all sides takes time. 
It may take 
two m onths to finish the job, or 
longer. 
Elections Muddle Issues 
And yet there are plenty of 'peo­ 
ple who think G erm any can not last 
another two m onths. 
W hat if G er­ 
many caves in before' Congress has 
finished 
this 
dem obilization job? 
. Some Congressmen 
frankly say 
the thought worries them gravely. 
A sudden G erm an collapse could 
m ean vast war plant shut downs 


here, vast and sudden unemploy­ 
m ent. vast shifting of workers look­ 
ing for new jobs. 
Meanwhile the usual difficulty of 
getting a bill through Congress is 
increased by the fact L iat the Re­ 
publicans and Democrats face each 
other jealously now across the abyss 
caused by the upcoming national 
elections.
